All 
olher seclions, however, become ef- 
fective Ihe firsl of May of Ihis year. 
The following is an abstract of Ihe 
hill wllh the more important changes 
iii; full. 


Section one of the new bill is giv- 


en enlirely lo definition of the terms 
used, such as "dealer," "garage," "po- 
lice officer," "thickly sellled" or bus- 
iness parts of a city or town," etc. 


Seclion Iwo describes Ihe method 


of application for registration, and the 
change from ibe old .method is that 
the horse power must be described 
and the secrelary shall be final judge 
cf Ihe horse power. 


'Seclion Ihree provides for Ihe reg- 


istralion of non-resident owners, who 
are in the state more than ten days 
in any calendar month, and such reg- 
istration will expire Sept. 31.

Although Pleasant Prairie 
Is

miles west of Kenosha, which Is sixty 
miles due north from 
Chicago, 
the 


concussion was heard and the vibra- 
tions were felt not only In all parts of 
this city but at Indiana Harbor and 
other points twenty miles south and 
southwest of here. 
Two shocks wero 


felt. 


The suburbs of Chicago along the 


lake shore all felt the quaking and to 
the north of Chicago many wludowv 
were shattered. Direct communica- 
tion with Pleasant Prairie was cut off 
By the explosion and no particulars 
wflre available from there by wire. 


It Is known, 
however, that the 


town was almost demolished. 
There 


were alarming reports that the num- 
ber of dead was large, but later It 
was reported from Kenosha that only 
seventeen men were at wprlt In the 
plant at. the time of the explosion and 
twelve of them had been accounted 
for.
